nie life of cut flowers may be 
lengthened considerably by care in 
removing them from the parent 
plants. The best time for cutting 
is during the early morning hours. 
That’s when the plant stems are 
extremely ttirgid and evaporation 
attains its lowest point. At that 
time of the day the flowers have al¬ 
ready stored up in their cells a 
great amount of moisture; and this 
helps to prolong their life after they 
have been removed. 

The implement used for the cut¬ 
ting should be extremely sharp. . 
Don’t use a pair of scissors that has i 
outlived its usefulness. The result' 
will be a ragged edge on the stem, 
a condition that may shorten the 
life of the cut flower.

So declared Asa V. Call the newly-elected president of the 
California State Chamber of Commerce. 

His statement hardly seems an exaggeration in view of the 
fact that while thousands of jobs go begging in California the 
number of persons receiving unemployment insurance is high. 

What California and the rest of the Nation urgently need to¬ 
day is greatly Increased Industrial production to counterbalance the 
rapidly expanding volume of money in circulation. Lack of suf¬ 
ficient labor is one of the chief reasons why higher production Is 
not being achieved. 

Those who sit back Idly and live for a time on unemployment 
benefits may think themselves "smart." But in the long run they 
ere injuring both themselves and their fellow citizens by not con¬ 
tributing their utmost toward re-establishment of the State on a 
sound and genuinely prosperous peacetime economy. 

This Is not to Imply that all now receiving unemployment in¬ 
surance ere deliberate loafers. There can be no doubt, however, 
that this fund is being drawn upon more heavily than is necessary.
